Ho sure sign appears now that the senator 
has the stuff to produce such dramatic re- 
aulta.

OoUins' TlctatT was a recognition of t^e 
vigorous leadership he has given one of the 
nation's fastest-growing states.

Since In winning renomlnatlon he easily 
outdistanced an extreme segregationist, his 
triumph also Is being marked down as an- 
other score for moderation In the South.
